PARK FUNDS ARE EXHAUSTED 


Only One of the City’s Breathing Spots 
Has Appropriation Sufficient for 
Present Needs. 


Secretary John Dean of the park depart- 
ment has notified Commissioner Ridgley 
that the appropriations for the mainten- 
ance of O'Fallon Park and St. Louis place 
~will be exhausted within two weeks and 
that the amount set aside for Hyde Park 
will last only through the month of Jan- 
vary. 

Only Forest and Carondelet Parks, Mr. 
Dean says, will have a cent to their credit 
after Feb. 1. Forest Park will be able to 
run until the latter part of February and 
Carondelet Park may be carried through 
the fiscal year without a deficit, although 
this is thought doubtful. 

For St. Louis place a balance of $97 now 
remains. The minimum of monthly ex- 
penses, owing to the proximity of two large 
schools is $200 a month. A less amount, 
$175, is required for the monthly expenses 
of O'Fallon Park, and to meet this demand 
$170 is on hand. For Hyde Park there is a 
baiance of $112, which will sufiice until 
Feb. 1 only.. 

“The only way in which the parks can be 
kept up and guarded after the appropria- 
tions give out,’’ said Mr. Dean, “is for the 
keepers to work for nothing in the hope 
of getting an appropriation later. This has 
been done by the keepers of Carr square, 
Gravois place and a few of the other small 
parks, for some of which the appropriation 
was exhausted as carly as last November.”

ants range from $50 to $75 monthly. Dele- 
gate Adolph Madera has been asked to in- 
troduce a bill for the payment of salaries 
and to make up the deficits.

probably means a war of millions between 
Carnegie on one side and J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and the railroad intrests of the coun- 
try on the other. 

r. Morgan is the money power behind 
the National Tube Co., the .000,000 com- | 
bine now controlling the pipe trade. It ok 
preparing to retaliate on Carnegie. 

Joshua Rhodes, chairman of the board of 
directors of the National company, says: 
_‘Prices will drop as soon as the new 
Carnegie plant is put into operation.” 

Other officers hinted that there fs noth- 
ing to prevent them engag ng in the rail 
and steel structural business, now in con- 
irol of Mr. Carnegie. 

One important development today was 
that all mills to be erected tn the future | 
by the Carnegie company will be bullt at’ 

This will be a severe blow to | 
Pittsburg. 


It is stated the Carnegie company will | 
soon announce its intention of engaging in 
the sheet steel trade also. 

Wire, tin plate anu coal are other lines 
in which Mr. Carnegie will also engage. 
When he announces «uch tntentions he wiil 
have the trusts now controllin these 
trades after him, and the fight for trade 
will be bitter 

The Carnegie company is turning out such 
immense quantities of raw steel thac it 
will have to engage in other lines to work 
up this material, it being impossible to sel! 
it all. This, and the refusal of the rall- 
roads to reduce rates, caused the decision 
to build at Conneaut. The railroad com- 
bine is charging 18 cents per 100 pounds for 
iron and steel articles from Pittsburg to 
New York and to Chicago. 


Carnegie can sh'p steel from Conneaut 
harbor to New York by water at 5 cents 
per 100 pounds, and stee! has actually been 
gent to Duluth for 50. cents a ton, a trip 
of 900 miles. 

It is also asserted that coal can be sent, 
and has been sent. on grain vessels from 
Buffalo to Chicago for 1 cent per 100 pounds, 
and that steel can be sent from Buffalo 
to New York by way of the Erie canal for 
~ cents per ton. These figures are con- 
siiered so startling by tron and steel men 
that they feel that In many ways the pro- 
nosed Carnegie lake plant will be able to 
sweep away every opposing obstactie.

The islands were the things asquired by the 
treaty; the United Sates were the party who | 
acquired them, and to whom they belong, | 
The owner and the things owned are not | 
the same.” 

Upon the point that laws of Congress do | 
not extend in operations to territory, Mr. 
Griggs said that many instances of legisa- 
tion show that Congress has always cor- 
sidered something more than the ‘rm 
“United States’ to be necessary when it | 
designed a statute to extend to wu-rr:tor:’. 

The attorney-general cited autherity to 
show that internal revenue laws have n°‘ 
been universal in application in the history 
of the country and concluded that, “while, 
Congress has provided throughout the Unit- | 
ed States and Its territories for he enumer- 
ation upon which direct taxes have Leen 
apportioned, it never seems to have becn 
supposed that such taxes must be levied 
beyond the &tates or apportioned to the 
Vi ame unless Congress eaw *.t so Lo pre- 
ride.

“When as commander-in-chief he exercises

has, by the undoubted law of nations, the

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the legislative power conferred by the con- 
stitution upon Congress, and have no rela- 
tion to it. They are merely incidents under 
the public law of belligerent right, vested 
by the constitution in the President as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy. 
They are not unconstitutional, but are ex- 
ercised by virtue of the constitution, not 
by any express clause which confers them, 
but are implied in the functions and duties 
of the commander-in-chief. 

Closing he said: 

“There must be In the nature of things a 
time between the deed of acquisition and 
the assumption by the United States of the 
full government of acquired territory when 
the relation between the federal govef- 
ment and the acquired teritory will be in- 
choate. 

“There might be cases of the acquisition 
of territory which possess no organized 
form of government whatsoever, not even 
of a local or municipal kind. Whether such 
territory should have any local government 
would depend entirely upon the will of 
Congress; the contention of the appellants 
would create the absurd necessity of having 
acts of Congress as to revenue and other 
matters extended in theory through tracts | 
of country in which they were utterly in- | 
capable of enforcement, all the agencies of 
government being absent. It could never 
have been contended that such a condition 
of theoretical law and practical anarchy 
should arise."’

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THE NEW YORK FRANCHISE TAX LAW. 

The New York franchise-tax law is a model which has com- 
mended itself to practical jlegisiators and students of fiscal 
problems. 

The law prescribes that “in estimating the value of real es- 
tate, there shall be included the value of all franchise rights, 
authority or permission to construct, maintain or operate in, 
under, above, upon or through any streets, highways or public 
places any mains, pipes, conduits or wires with the appur- 
tenances for conducting water, steam, light, heat, power, 
telegraph telephone or other purposes; also all bridges tele- 
graph lines, all surface, underground or elevated failroads, 
including the value of al! the franchises to maintain or oper- 
ate the same in, under or over the streets and public places.” 

This is at once simple and comprehensive. The franchise 
values are considered as in the nature of-real estate values 
which are easily ascertained and assessed. 

It is too soon to speak confidently of the practical working 
of the New York law, but se far no vital defects have been 
revenled. It is satisfactory to public sentiment in that state 
and the opposition has been, not to the principle, but to the 
manner of application—that is, to the administrative details. 

The Legis!ature can frame a franchise-tax law 
Which quirements and equalize the ‘burden 
of taxation Only will and 
intelligence are needed.
